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ORDINANCE NO. 84-5 AUG Z 1984 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING SECTIONS 2, 

3, 5, 7, 8, 9, 10, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19 
20, 21, 22, 23, 24, and Exhibit A OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY ORDINANCE NO. 82-17, WHICH PROVIDED FOR THE 
CREATION OF FIVE (5) MUNICIPAL SERVICE TAXING UNITS 
IN THE UNINCORPORATED AREAS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 

FLORIDA, FOR THE PURPOSE OF PROVIDING ROAD AND 
STREET IMPROVEMENTS WITHIN EACH OF SAID FIVE 
EXISTING UNITS, TO PROVIDE FOR LANDSCAPING AND 
STREET LIGHTING IMPROVEMENTS TO BE INCLUDED AS AN 
ITEM OF ROAD AND STREET IMPROVEMENTS WITHIN EACH OF 
SAID FIVE EXISTING UNITS AND PROVIDING FOR OTHER 
IMPROVEMENTS UNDER SPECIAL CIRCUMSTANCES,AND 
PROVIDING FOR VARIOUS CHANGES IN SPECIAL ASSESSMENT 
PROCEDURES, AND PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY, SAVINGS 
CLAUSE, EFFECTIVE DATE, CODIFICATION. 

WHEREAS, it is appropriate to amend Ordinance 82-17 of Palm 
Beach County, Florida, to include landscaping improvements within the 
scope of road improvements envisioned by said ordinance 82-17; and 

WHEREAS, it is also appropriate to amend said Ordinance 82-17 
to include the providing of street lighting improvements as an enumerated 
purpose of the Municipal Service Taxing Units established by said 
Ordinance 82-17; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, THAT: 

SECTION 1: Ordinance 82-17, which created five (5) Municipal 
Service Taxing Units in the unincorporated areas of Palm Beach County, 
Florida, for the purpose of providing street and road improvements within 
each of said Municipal Service Taxing Units, is hereby amended as 
provided below by this ordinance. 

SECTION 2: Section 2 of Ordinance 82-17, entitled "Creation, 
Purpose 11 , of Ordinance 82-17,is hereby amended to read as follows: 
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" A. There is hereby established five (5) Municipal Service 
Taxing Units, pursuant to the authority granted in Section 
125.01(1)(q)(r), Florida Statutes. Said Municipal Service Taxing Units 
shall be known as Read-Imprevemenfc-Bdtstriefc " Municipal Service Taxing 
Units No. 1, No. 2, No. 3, No. 4, and No. 5, respectively, and may be 
alternatively designated as "Municipal Service Taxing Units A, B, C, D, 
and E, respectively , each of which shall consist of a specific portion 
of all the unincorporated area of the County of Palm Beach as described 
in the legal description for each of said five (5) Municipal Service 
Taxing Units, as_ set forth in Exhibit "A" attached hereto and incor¬ 
porated herein for all purposes. Each of said Municipal Service Taxing 
Units (hereinafter referred to as Units ) shall consist of the speci¬ 
fically described portion of all unincorporated areas_ of Palm Beach 
County, excepting all municipalities, as said municipalities now exist 
and as said municipalities may from time to time be changed in accor¬ 
dance with law. The purposes^ of each of said Read-Improvement B±str±ets 
Units shall be to provide within each of said etreet-and-read 
±mprevement9-w±thin-eaeh-ef-said corresponding M«n±e±pal-Serv±ee-?ax±ng 
Units, street and road improvements intended to facilitate the passage 
and control of vehicular traffic and pedestrians, and to provide street 

lighting and street illumination so as to further promote safety and 

convenience of travel in, upon, along, and across said streets by vehicu¬ 

lar traffic and pedestrians, and other improvements and facilities 
described in Section 8(E) of this Ordinance, and other purposes 
incidental hereto, pursuant to this Ordinance and in compliance with 
law." 

SECTION 3. Section 3 of Ordinance 82-17, entitled "Governing 
Body" is hereby amended to read as follows: 

" SECTION 3. GOVERNING BODY OF MUNICIPAL SERVICE TAXING 

UNITS. 

The Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, shall 
be the Governing Body of each of the taxing units.created by this 
Ordinance. All references to e±£her-ef-sft±d—fcype-ef-bedies the Board of 
County Commissioners or Municipal Service Taxing Units herein shall be 
deemed to include both, as appropriate. The term "Taxing Unit" as used 
in this ordinance shall be deemed to refer to each of the five (5) 
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w 

units existing under Section 2 hereof, unless specifically indicated to 

the contrary. " 

SECTION 4: Section 5, entitled "Funding" of Ordinance 82-17, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

" SECTION 5. FUNDING: 

Each Municipal Service Taxing Unit created hereunder shall be 
funded through the levy of an ad valorem tax, which together with all 
other ad valorem taxes levied for municipal services within the unit 
shall not exceed ten (10) mills, against the assessed value of all 
lawfully taxable property situated within the boundaries of the respec¬ 
tive taxing unit; service charges, if any, special assessments, and any 
other income or source of funds, attributable to the respective taxing 
units. Any funds lawfully available from any source may be utilized to 
fund the read improvements made pursuant to this Ordinance. Provided 
however, that special assessments levied upon specially benefited 

property within any of the Units established by this ordinance shall not 

be made for the payment of regular electric utility service charges of 

the utility company, presently known as Florida Power and Light Company, 

for electric current supplied to the light improvements or other 

improvements hereunder within each of said Units, unless capable of 

being calculated for special assessment purposes. 

SECTION 5: Section 7, entitled "Trust Fund" of Ordinance 
82-17, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

"SECTION 7. TRUST FUND: 

A. There is hereby established five (5) Read-Improvement 
Trust Funds, one (1) for each Unit, Read-lmprevement-Bieferiet, herein¬ 
after called "Trust Funds" for the purposes of this Ordinance. Except as 
otherwise provided in Section 33, all special assessments and service 
charges collected pursuant to this Ordinance for read improvements 
hereunder shall be deposited into the applicable Trust Fund. The Board 
may levy ad valorem taxes in each of said Read-Imprevemenfc Bistriets 
Units to the full extent permitted by general law. Said tax proceeds 
shall be deposited into the applicable Trust Fund. The funds on deposit 
in said Trust Fund shall be used for no other purpose than read 
imprevemen-fee-and-related-eests-ineidentai—thereto as provided under the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 
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B. Within each Trust Fund there shall be established two 
separate component trust funds, one for funds attributable to street 

lighting improvements, if any, and the other for funds attributable to 

other street and road improvements, within each of said Units. No 

component trust funds for street lighting improvements need be estab- 

! 

lished until budget line items for street lighting improvements are 

established by the Board of County Commissioners for the applicable 

Unit. " 

SECTION 6 . Section 8, entitled "Road Improvements" of 

Ordinance 82-17, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

"Section 8: ROAD IMPROVEMENTS, STREET LIGHTING IMPROVE 
- - 

MENTS; OTHERS: 

A. Road improvements as provided in this Ordinance include 

but are not limited to, both individually and in combination, such 
improvements as pavement, grassing, landscaping, storm drainage 
facilities, traffic control devices, driveways, earthwork and all 
Engineering and Administrative expenses in connection with the 

project design-and-eenst^ue-tieft—thereof. The term landscaping includes 
the installation and maintenance thereof, pursuant to County f s 

Landscaping Ordinance. 

B. Street lighting improvements as provided in this 
ordinance, include but are not limited to, both individually and in 

combination, such improvements as poles, wires, lines, cables, lamps, 

meter boxes and all other components of a street lighting system and all 

i 

engineering and administrative expenses in connection with the design, 

; implementation and construction thereof, as well as the maintenance 

expenses thereof, including electric utility company charges for the 

supply of electric power to said improvements. 

C. Projects under this ordinance may cover areas embraced 
by one or more of the taxing units. In such event, the funds 
attributable to a particular unit may be utilized for the portion of the 

project situated within or applicable to the respective unit. 

D. The Board of County Commissioners may by resolution 
establish guidelines which shall be applicable to the Board's 
determination of whether to proceed with any particular type of project 

: 

for which a petition is submitted. 
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E. In neighborhoods of special environmental concern subjec t 
to special problems capable of substantial remediation by providing 

facilities for water service, sewage collection and disposal, or drainage , 

the Board of County Commissioners may accomplish the provision of any or 

all of such improvements therein under the terms of this ordinance. In 

such circumstances, the provision of such services and improvements 

shall be subject to all pertinent provisions of this ordinance and shall 

be treated in the same manner as street lighting and landscaping 

improvements for special assessment percentage purposes and for other 

purposes. The term "drainage" as used herein, includes clearing and 

dredging of canals and other drainage facilities. 

SECTION 7. Section 9, entitled "Special Assessments" of 
Ordinance 82-17, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

"SECTION 9. SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS: 

The Board mays hall provide for the payment of a part or all 
of the costs of any 9tteh-¥ead improvements, under Section 8(A) or (B) or 
(C) or (E)of this Ordinance above by levying and collecting special 
assessments on the abutting, adjoining, contiguous or other property 
specially benefited by the improvements provided herein. In any case, 
the percentage of the cost of road improvements, other than land 
scaping, under Section 8(A) or 8(C) of this ordinance, to be paid by 
special assessment shall not exceed 50% of the total cost of said 
improvements, except as provided in Section 33." 

SECTION 8. Section 10, entitled "Property Owners", of 
Ordinance 82-17, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

" Section 10. PROPERTY OWNERS: 

Property owners, as referred to in this Ordinance, shall 
include any persons?- firm, partnership, corporation or other legal entity 
holding title to any property which would be liable for special 
assessments hereunder, if said special assessment were made. The 
requirements for a majority of such property owners, as provided below, 
shall mean no less than 51% of the owners in number and, where front 
footage is used as an assessment basis, at least 51% of the owners as 
measured by front footage of the lands liable to be assessed for said 
*ead improvements hereunder."

SECTION 9. Section 12, entitled "Initial Petition", of 
Ordinance 82-17, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

"SECTION 12. INITIAL PETITION: 

Property owners may petition the Beard County Engineer for an 
estimate of the cost of construction for requested read improvements 
under the provisions of this Ordinance. The County Engineer shall 
provide the ferm-fer-aaid petition form to any interested person. 
Signatures on the petition, and the fact of execution by a majority of 
such property owners, shall be verified by the County Engineer upon the 
basis of information in the Public Records. The County Engineer shall 
also determine if sufficient right-of-way exists for the proposed read 
improvements which are the subject of this petition. In the event 
sufficient right-of-way does not exist no further action shall be taken 
on the petition unless and until sufficient right-of-way is obtained." 

SECTION 10. So as to simplify special assessment procedures. 
Sections 13 through 18, inclusive, and Sections 20 through 23, inclusive, 
of Ordinance 82-17, respectively entitled "INITIAL PETITION REVIEW", 
"PERCENTAGE OF COSTS", "PROPERTY OWNERS MEETING", "SECOND PETITION, BOARD 
MAY PROCEED ON ITS OWN", "DESIGN AND FUNDING", "PUBLIC HEARING," 
"ASSESSMENT ROLL", "PUBLICATION", "ADJUSTING ASSESSMENTS", "PROCEEDINGS 


SIMPLIFIED", are hereby repealed and deleted, and the following new 
Section 13 through 17, inclusive, are adopted and are applicable to the 
Special Assessment process. 

" SECTION 13 . PETITION REVIEW: 

Petitions, wherein the majority ownership and right-of-way 
conditions hereinabove required have been found by the County Engineer to 

have been complied with shall be further processed by the County 

Engineer, unless no improvements are deemed necessary, by preparing a 

jpreliminary cost estimate which shall include, separately stated, all 

I 

Iroad improvements and/or street lighting improvements pursuant to said 

petition, as considered necessary by the County Engineer for cost 

estimate purposes . All such road improvements or street lighting 
improvements shall be constructed to County standards . An estimate of 

IP 

fees, direct charges and administrative costs shall be included in the 

, 

preliminary estimate. The County Engineer may conduct an informational 
jmeeting with property owners where deemed necessary by the County 
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Engineer or directed by the Board of County Commissioners . The Board 
of County Commissioners may upon its own motion, direct the County 


Engineer to prepare a preliminary cost estimate for specified road 

improvements or street lighting improvements even though no petition 

jf property owners has been presented or the majority ownership 


condition is not met. In any case, the County Engineer shall include 

with his preliminary cost estimate, a list of specially affected 

' property owners, the status of any petitions, and a report as to 

I existing right-of-way. No further action shall be taken unless 


sufficient right-of-way exists to accomodate the proposed road 


improvements or street lighting improvements . 


Upon completion of the preliminary cost estimate and the 
approval of the Board of the percentage of cost to be specially assessed 


and the method of such assessment, in situations where such approval is 


required by this Ordinance, the County Engineer shall prepare a pre¬ 


liminary assessment roll which will indicate the tentative assessment for 

;ach parcel. Such assessment shall be based upon a method of 
assessment specifically provided by this ordinance or authorized by the 

Board of County Commissioners . 

Thereafter, all specially benefited property owners shall 
then be notified of an informational meeting with the County Engineer, at 

>?hich the County Engineer will explain the proposed improvements, the 


tentative assessment to each property, and the procedure thereafter to be 


followed. Other necessary county personnel will attend said meeting 


as directed by the Board of County Commissioners. The Board of County 

Commissioners will not be required to attend said meeting, but any member 

thereof may be present to observe said proceeding. The notification 


required to be given for such meeting to be held by the County Engineer 


j shall consist of a notice published in a local newspaper of general 

; circulation, or if there be no local newspaper of general circulation, 

— — 

i then in any newspaper of general circulation in Palm Beach County. 

! Said publication shall be made once, at least ten (10) days before the 

informational meeting date. An additional courtesy notice of the County 
! ^Engineer shall also be mailed to each property owner, by regular mail, 

if 

i !no less than 10 days prior to the informational meeting date. The mail 

notice shall be based on names and addresses found in the records of the 
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Property Appraiser or from such other sources the County Engineer deems 

reliable. The mailed notice shall include the property owners* tentative 

assessment applicable to the property to be assessed, provided 
however, that in lieu of an informational meeting, the County Engineer 

may distribute by regular mail, a comprehensive and detailed explanation 

of the proposed road improvements or street lighting improvements and the 

reasons why same are necessary." 

"Section 14 PERCENTAGE OF COST, FURTHER PROCEDURES: 


Upon completion of the preparation of the preliminary cost 
estimate and compliance with the requirements of Section 13 of this 

Ordinance, the County Engineer shall proceed to bring the subject road 

improvements or street lighting improvements to the Board of County 

Commissioners for a public hearing thereon. Provided, however, that 

prior to bringing said proposed improvements to the Board of County 

Commissioners for public hearing, the County Engineer shall first bring 

the matter to the Board for a determination of the method of special 

assessment to be utilized, unless said method of assessment is proposed 

by the County Engineer to be a front footage method, and for a deter 

mination of a percentage of cost for the improvement which is to be 

repaid to the trust fund by special assessments upon the specially 

benefited property, unless the proposed percentage of costs for a road 

improvement, other than landscaping, is proposed by the County Engineer 

to be 50% of the total cost, and 100% to landscaping, and 100% as to a 

street lighting improvement. Provided however, that the Board of County 

Commissioners at any time, in its sole discretion, may reject the 

petition or project for any further consideration. " 

"SECTION 15 PETITION FORM. 


The form of petition referred to in Section 13 above shall be 
approved by the County Attorney as to legal form and sufficiency and 

shall require a description of the proposed road improvements or street 

lighting improvements and a statement that the petitioners request that 

the improvements be constructed and that they recognize that the deter¬ 

mination of special assessments will be made by the Board of County 
Commissioners at a public hearing; and that they agree to be assessed for 

the actual cost for construction of the road improvements or street 
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lighting improvements, including other allowable incidental costs 

connected therewith, in an amount not to exceed the maximum allowed by 

this ordinance. " 

" SECTION 16. DESIGN AND FUNDING. 

Upon receipt of a petition for property owners or on its own 
motion, the Board may authorize the design of improvements and the 

solicitation of construction bids or other appropriate action. The Board 

may authorize the expenditure of consultant design fees from the trust 

fund.The Board of County Commissioners may proceed with a road 

improvement or street lighting improvement project pursuant to this 

ordinance notwithstanding the absence of any petition by property owners 

or the lack of a majority ownership petition, to the full extent allowed 

by law, and regardless of whether the cost of said project shall be paid 

by taxes, special assessments, service charges or other funds lawfully 

available. 

The construction contract shall not be awarded unless and 
until the Board of County Commissioners has approved the subject road 

improvement and or street lighting improvement at the public hearing 

required by §17 below . 

“SECTION 17. PUBLIC HEARING. 


Prior to awarding the construction contract for construction 
of the subject road improvements or street lighting improvements, for 

which special assessments will be made, the Board of County Commis¬ 

sioners shall hold a public hearing on the proposed project unless the 
Board determines to reject the project from further consideration. The 

County Engineer shall notify property owners owning property liable to be 

specially assessed hereunder by regular mail of the time and place of 

said public hearing. The mailed notices shall advise each property owner 

'of his individual estimated special assessment, per parcel, as based on 
jthe lowest acceptable bid, including other allowable costs and 
the percentage and method of assessment determined in accordance with the 

above provisions of this ordinance. The public hearing should be held no 
later than eight (8) weeks after the date the construction bids 

are received and no sooner than two (2) weeks after the mailing of the 

'notices described in this paragraph. Addresses for mailed notices shall 

| 

jbe obtained by the County Engineer from the records of the Property 
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Appraiser or from such other sources as the County Engineer deems 


reliable. In addition, a notice shall be published once each week for 

two consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the 

locality or if there is no newspaper of general circulation in the 

locality, then said notice shall be published in a newspaper of general 

circulation in Palm Beach County. The last such publication shall be no 

less than one (1) week prior to the public hearing. In the event of a 

determination to proceed with the project, after said public hearing the 

Board of County Commissioners shall so proceed by resolution as provided 

for in Section 18 of this Ordinance. 

Ten days notice in writing of the time and place of the 

public hearing shall be given to such property owners, and shall be 

served by regular mail of a copy of said notice to such property owners. 

The mail notice and publication notice shall describe the streets or 

other areas to be improved and advise all persons interested that each 

property to be assessed and each amount to be assessed to each parcel of 

property may be ascertained at the office of the Clerk of the Board of 

County Commissioners. At said public hearing the owners of the property 

to be specially assessed or any other persons interested, may appear 

before the Board of County Commissioners and be heard as to the pro- 

priety and advisability of making such improvements, as to the costs 

thereof, as to the manner of payment thereof and as to the amount thereof 

to be specially assessed against each property so improved. 

At the public hearing, the County Engineer shall present to 

the Board of County Commissioners an assessment roll prepared in accor 

dance with the method and percentage of assessment provided for by this 

ordinance and which assessment roll shall be completed and filed with the 

Board of County Commissioners at the time of said public hearing. Said 

assessment roll shall show the lots and lands assessed, the amount 

of the benefit to and the assessment against each lot or parcel of land. 

and if said special assessment is to be paid in installments, the number 

of annual installments into which the special assessment is divided shall 

also be entered and shown upon said assessment roll. 

At the time and place named in the notice of public hearing 

provided, the Board of County Commissioners shall meet as an equalizing 

board to hear and consider any and all complaints as to such special 
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assessments and shall adjust and equalize the said assessments on the 

basis of .just and right and when so equalized and approved by resolution 

of the Board of County Commissioners, such assessment shall stand 

affirmed and remain legal, valid and binding as a first lien upon the 

property against which such assessment is made, until paid; provided 

however, that upon completion of the road improvement or street lighting 

improvements, the Board of County Commissioners shall credit to each of 

said assessments the difference in the assessment as originally made, 

I approved and confirmed above and the proportionate part of the actual 

’ costs of said improvement to be paid by special assessments finally 

determined upon completion of said improvement, provided that in no event 

shall the final assessments exceed the amount of benefits 

originally assessed by the Board of County Commissioners. Promptly after 

such confirmation of assessment the assessment shall be recorded by 

the Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners in a special book to be 


^ known as the improvements Lien Book 11 and the record of the lien in 

■ said book shall constitute prima facie evidence of its validity. 

Notwithstanding the above, a copy of the resolution referred to above 


shall be recorded in the official records of the Clerk of- the Circuit 


Court of Palm Beach County so as to facilitate knowledge thereof by third 

parties. 11 


SECTION 11. Section 19, entitled, "Declare Special 
ASSESSMENT", of Ordinance 82-17, is hereby amended to read as follows as 
Section 18 of Ordinance 82-17, as amended herein: 

"SECTION 18. 19- DECLARE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT 
In the event the Board of County Commissioners determines to 
proceed to make any road improvement or street lighting improvements, 
authorized by this Ordinance and to defray part of the expense thereof by 
special assessments, the Board shall so declare by Resolution stating the 
nature of the proposed improvement, designating the street or streets to 
be so improved, the method in which said assessments shall be made, and 
when said assessments are to be paid. Said Resolution shall also 
designate the lands upon which the special assessment shall be levied, 
and shall also state the total estimated costs of the improvement. Road 
improvement and street lighting improvement costs, as applicable , 
shall be separately stated. Such estimated costs shall 
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include an estimate of construction costs and consultant fees, permit 
fees, the cost of preliminary and other surveys, inspections, and 
superintendence of the work, the preparation of the plans and specifi¬ 
cations and the estimate, the printing, mailing, and publishing of 
notices and proceedings, the preparation of Certificates, Bonds, and any 
other expenses necessary or proper. whieh-expenses-r-exeepfe-the-eest-ef 
the-werk-itself-r-ere-hereiR-eensidered-teferred—fce-as-ineidental 
expenses- 

SECTION 12. Section 24, entitled "PRIORITY OF LIEN, INTEREST 
AND METHOD OF PAYMENT OF SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS," of Ordinance 82-17, is 
hereby amended to read as follows, as Section 19 of Ordinance 82-17, as 
amended herein: 

"SECTION 19. PRIORITY OF LIEN, INTEREST AND METHOD OF 
PAYMENT OF SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 

Said special assessment shall be payable at the time and ijr 
the manner stipulated in the Resolution providing for said improvements, 
and said special assessments shall remain liens, inferior to the lien of 
all federal, state, county, district and municipal taxes, but superior in 
dignity to all other liens, titles and claims until paid, and shall bear 
interest at a rate not to exceed 10% per annum from the date of the 
acceptance of said improvement and may, by the Resolution aforesaid, be 
made payable in not more than ten (10) equal annual installments, if 
installments are allowed by the Board, to which installments , if not paid 
when due there shall be added a penalty at the rate of 1% per month, 
upon the due but unpaid principal portion of the installment(s), until 
paid; provided that said assessments may be paid without interest at any 
time within thirty (30) days after the improvement is completed and a 
Resolution motion accepting the same has been adopted by the Board. Said 
special assessment shall be payable at the Office of the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court. Certificates of Indebtedness, under Sections 26 and 
27 of this Ordinance shall not be prepared unless specifically required by 

the Board of County Commissioners for the particular project by resolution 

of the Board of County Commissioners. 
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| SECTION 13 . 

Exhibit "A" to Ordinance 82-17 is hereby amended by amending 
all references to "Road Improvement District 11 or "Road District" to read 
"Municipal Service Taxing Unit" abbrievated as "M.S.T.U." 

SECTION 14. 

! 

Except as specifically amended by this Ordinance, Ordinance 

i 

, 82-17 shall remain in full force and effect. 

SECTION 15. SAVINGS CLAUSE . 

I 

Any improvement project commenced by resolution under Palm 
Beach County Ordinance 81-19 through Ordinance 81-23, inclusive, shall be 
processed under said repealed ordinances 81-19 through 81-23 inclusive, 
and to that extent only said repealed ordinances 81-19 through 81-23, 
inclusive, shall remain in effect. Any road improvement project commenced 
by resolution under Ordinance 82-17, prior to the amendment thereof made

;by this Ordinance, shall continue to be processed under said Ordinance, 
despite the amendments thereto accomplished by this Ordinance and to that 
extent only the prior provisions of Ordinance 82-17 shall continue in 
effect as if not amended by this Ordinance. 

SECTION 16. EFFECTIVE DATE:

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgement by the Department of State, State of Florida. 

SECTION 17. SEVERABILITY: 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held or declared to be unconstitu- 
'tional, inoperative or void, such holdings shall not affect the remainder 
of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 18. CODIFICATION: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida;
